At 19:30 a.m. today the Presi- 
dent took the first required step 
in a series of moves designed to 
provide an 80-day “cooling off’ 
period, which members of the In- 
ternational Longshoremen’s Assn.

settle contract differences.

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Nasser’s Past Belies 
His Mouthings Now 


President Nassér of Egypt has issued 
a statement that he will never become 
a “pawn, stooge or satellite” of any other 
nation. He denied all the things of which 
he has been accused—efforts to create 
an Arab empire, Arab imperialism and in- 
flammatory actions against the West and 
Israel. 

He proposed also expanding the scope 
of international law to meet the needs of 
“the complex modern world.” 

In the latter statement, President 
Nasser himself has quite a few things to 
learn. No international law or agree- 
ments are worth a nickel unless the con- 
tracting parties respect them. His high- 
handed seizure of the Suez Canal was a 
violation of all laws between nations as 
have been his attacks on Israel and his 
attempts to dominate the Middle East 
through subversion. 

The Egyptian Hitler has to do more 
than just make statements. It will be re- 
membered that after each aggression, Hit- 
ler loudly proclaimed, “I have no more 
demands to make.” Nasser has been 
proved to be a deceitful, dangerous man. 

Even as he issued his statement, West- 
ern intelligence services revealed that the 
job of rearming Egypt by the Russians al- 
ready had begun. At the same time, his 
pledges of “international cooperation 
were belied by his refusal to accept a 
reasonable agreement about the U.N. po- 
lice at Suez. 

Vast quantities of Soviet arms—much 
more than the Egyptians could have used 
——were captured by the Israelis. The Brit- 
ish and French discovered the same thing, 
flushing out more than a thousand Soviet 
“volunteer” technicians. The British and 
French concluded, too, that the equip- 
ment was in such quantities and of such 
a nature that the Soviets would not have 
risked it unless they intended their own 
“volunteers” to use it. 

President Nasser already has been 
a “tool” and a “stooge” for the Soviet 
Union. He has reached the stage that he 
scarcely can be called a free agent. 

Perhaps the action by Britain and 
France and Israel upset his applecart, 
making it possible also for the United 
Nations to checkmate Russia. But until his 
actions prove otherwise, President Nasser 
must accompany his words with deeds.

REDS KILL HUNDREDS 


Rebellion in Viet Nam 
Smashed, Refugees Say 


SAIGON, South Viet Nam, Nov. 22 (RP—A group of 19 
refugees from Communist-ruled North Viet Nam told to- 
day how the Reds put down a farmers’ revolt at the same 
time Soviet tanks were crushing the Hungarian rebellion. 
Several hundred persons were killed, they said. | 


The refugees — 13 women, 3 
men and 3 children — braved a 
perilous, tnree - day journey 
through the China Sea to each 
freedom. 


A spokesman for the group, a 
29-year-old farmer, said the revolt 
was a “spontaneous uprising of 
Catholics in the villages’ caused 
by the failure of the Communists 
to carry out a land reform. He 
said Buddhists and members of 
other religionz afso joined in the 
fight. 

He safd that at the first signs 
of dissatisfaction among the peas- 
ants, the Reds sent troops and 
officials to the area to ‘explain 
the reform.’’ He said the villag- 
ers seized the Communist officials 
and kept them as hostages. 


Then, when a strong unit of the 


North Vietnamese army tried to 
enter one village, the refugee said, 


it was met by an angry crowd of 
some 3,000 armed with stones and 
bamboo sticks. This crowd, he 
said, seized six more officials and 
nine soldiers. 


After that, the Vietnamese told 
newsmen, armored units support- 
ed by infantry swooped down on 
the villages, killing and destoy- 
ing. He said several hundred per- 
sons died in the fight.

The men had been dining on beef stew and Cox said the 
place ‘‘had all the appearances of a poker game.’’ Some of the 
victims said, however, that no game had yet started.

The victims, most of them car dealers and finance company 
officials from a number of Piedmont cities, said a man identi- 
fied as Earl Meismer, 42, of Kannapolis, N.C., opened the door 
to the cabin on a signal and three masked men walked in. 

The masked men, brandishing pistols, lined up the occupants 
of the cabin against a wall and took their wallets, promising to 
leave the papers and credentials and car keys outside the cabin. 
However, none of the wallets had been found. 

The three holdup men fled with Meismer in a two-tone green 
and white Oldsmobile. The getaway car was reported seen trav- 
eling at high speed toward Salisbury later. 

The victims said two of the holdup men masked their faces 
with bandana handkerchiefs and the other wore a flour sack 
with slits cut for his eyes. 

Meismer was reported to have been a bystander who had 
showed up at the cabin ‘“‘as a spectator.’’

Pineau’s call on the General 
Assembly was based on what he 
called the failure of the world 
organization to solve many of 
the problems placed before it. 
Among these he instanced the 
unification of Korea, a decision on 
the Arab-Israeli frontiers and 
the insistence by Soviet states 
that no interference might be 
brought into their own “‘internal’’ 
problems. 

“T do not believe that the Gen- 
eral Assembly can break up with- 
out examining the question of 
reforming the United Nations,”’ he 
told the assembly.
